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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


Dummer, NH 
March-1990 


To the Inhabitants in the Town of Dummer: 


We, the Selectmen, are hereby giving explanations regarding some of 
the Articles in the Warrant and other Town affairs. 


The Town Hall is in the process of being re-painted which as badly 
needed. We requested bids and received five for this project. After 
reviewing them we chose the one which we felt was the better for our needs. 
The bid was awarded to Berlin-Gorham Painting Co. for $2,400.00. The 
job will be completed in th spring. 


The Committee for the Cemetery Fence met several times and did give 
us one plan they were suggesting. however, it was for only a part of 
the fence as they felt there was not enough money to complete the entire 
fence. However, we are sorry that circumstances permitted us from talk- 
ing with them further. The money has still been retained for this pro- 
ject. 


The Dry Hydrant in West Dummer has been completed. The Milan Fire 
Chief informed us that the ones for East Dummer and on Route 16 will be 
completed this summer. Approval has to be given from the State Water 
Resource Board before they can be put into the river. The Fire Chief 
has made application for these approvals. The balance of the money 
raised for this purpose has been retained to finish the project. 


Article No. 3: Town Officers Salaries 


The Tax Collector has been receiving 1.5% of taxes collected which 
varied greatly from year to year. This year she received $2,666.39 and 
other years it has been less. She is in her office working each Monday 
evening from 7:00 - 8:00 PM besides work done at home, preparing semi- 
annual tax bills, tax bills for Yield Taxes, Land Use Change Taxes to 
name only a few of her duties. Or times when no money is collected for 
for taxes she receives no compensation for her work. This year, at her 
request, we have put a salary of $3,500.00 into the budget instead of 
her remaining on the 1.5% basis. This way she can receive approximately 
$67.00 per week. 


Articles 9 & 10: Highway Department 


The budget amounts given us by the Road Agent are as follows: 
Summer Roads: This amount has been raise $2,000.00 to $27,000.00. 
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The bridge in West Dummer needs some repair per the Inspection Report 
by the State of New Hampshire. There are, also, some places that.:need new 
steel culverts. 


Bush Cutting: Proposal $1,600.00 


This is needed for some places that will have to be cut by next year. 
The $1,200.00 placed under bush cutting this year and paid to Barrett 
Equipment was for the spreader body for the Oskosh. 


Winter Roads: Proposal $20,000.00 


This year we have used more,than budgeted due to more snow and icy 
conditions than in the past few years. 


General Expense of Highway: Proposal $13,000.00 


This past year the following repairs have been made: repairs to 
Oskosh springs, brankes, bearings and put on Spreader Body. Built screens 
for both trucks to screen sand as loaded and which is a definiet time 
saver. Replaced culverts and cement headers on Paul Holt Road in West 
Dummer. Repaired boiler for thawing culverts. Bought some tools for 
self repairs at the Town Garage. The most of the repairs were done at 
the Town Garage by the Road Agent and his helpers which has been a saving 
to the Town.

Our radio repeater was installed this past year, initially in the 
Milan Hill fire tower as planned. Due to radio interference problems 
that occurred which were associated with the steel structure of the 
tower, it was necessary to build a wood shed in which to house the 
repeater. This has proven to be an extremely efficient system, greatly 
improving our radio transmission range and eliminating many dead spots 
which were a problem before. With the planned future installation of a 
selfestarting generator to power the radio repeater ( in the event 
of a power failure), it will be a self-sufficient system in the event 
of an emergencye With the line between Dispatch and our base radio has 
been eliminated=- at a savings of $1,800.00 per year. 

A great debt of gratitude is owed to Terry Sylvester who 
coordinated with Dave Schurman of Schurman Leask Electronics in the 
installation of the repeater. Without his help, the changeover would 
not have gone as smoothly as it did. Thank you also to the Fire ~ 
Department and Ambulance Department members who also volunteered 
their time to make this happene 

With the Ambulance Service down to 6 active members and Advanced 
First Aid/First Responder course began November 14, 1989 in Milan 
and ended February 6, 1990. With a potential gain of 8 new members 
from the 14 in the class, it will be a much needed boost for the 
service.

The year 1989 marked the North Country Council's seventeenth year 

of successful operation. As chartered under NeH. RSA 36:45, the 

Council provides non-profit local and regional planning assistance 

to member municipalitiese In addition to general planning services, 

the Council offers its constituents specialty services in cultural 
resource conservation, economic development, housing, natural resource 
management, solid waste management and transportation. The four 

standing Council committees, Economic Development, Housing, Land Use 

and Transportation, actively direct the Council's policies in these areas. 


In DUMMER, the Council worked with the Planning Board in developing 
comprehensive changes to the Zoning Ordinance, which were adopted in 
March 1989, and worked with the Board in reviewing a number of 
subdivisions applicationse The Council also provided technical 
assistance to the Androscoggin Valley Solid Waste District, including 
preparation of the District Solid Waste Management Plan and Development 
of the RSA 538B District Agreemente 


Community planning challenges dominated the Council's 1989 agenda. 
Changing state mandates and furthered residential and commercial 
growth busied local planning and zoning boards throughout the yeare 
The Council assisted these boards in preparing for the challenges 
through regional workshops, technical bulletins and newsletters and 
as-needed assistance on technical and specific issues. The Council 
co-sponsored the popular Municipal Law Lecture Series which addressed 
new case law, grandfathering and the revised excavation statute. 

The Councilalso assisted numerous towns in revising zoning ordinances, 
subdivision regulations and site plan review regulations, thereby 
updating these regulations to better meet and manage the new challenges.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of the Dummer School District: 


The decade of the 90's will bring with it a number of changes on the 
local, state, and national levels. Some of these changes will not have a 
direct impact on the Dummer community but will bring with them subtle 
differences which will begin to affect your children. On the national 
agenda these include national certification of teachers, a push for a 
national curriculum, greater accountability on the part of the school 
system, choice of schools where parents will send their children, day 
care programs, 12 month school. years, etc. On the state level one might 
reasonably expect many of the national issues to be adopted as well as 
some exclusively state issues. Two of the state issues will be state 
financial aid and greater state control. On the local level communities 
will find they will have less control over what may have been at one time 
a purely local issue. In the minds of some that may constitute an 
improvement. In the minds of others it may very well be a step backwards. 


Milan School Addition 


The Milan School Addition is moving along on schedule. Ground 
breaking should be taking place late this spring and site work well 
underway over the summer months. 


The Milan School Board is currently in the process of selecting 
an architectural firm to replace Tim Sappington. Though finding a 
replacement for Mr. Sappington will cause a slight delay it will not 
prevent Milan from beginning the project this spring and completing 
Meeror COG Sorinc etree. 


Milan - Dummer AREA 


Last March Milan and Dummer communities voted to form an AREA Plan 
for the two communities. The adoption was contingent upon Berlin amending 
its agreement with Dummer. Well, on February 5th, 1990, upon the recom- 
mendation of the Berlin School Board the Berlin City Council voted to 
approve the amendment. What remains now is the approval of the Dummer 
people to amend the agreement. If it passes, and I have every reason 
to believe that it will, Dummer will begin to phase in its children 
this fall. Approximately 19 children are expected to enroll with the 
remaining 12+ to continue in Berlin. The end result of the change will 
be closer ties with Dummer and later pick up and earlier arrival home 
for Dummer children.

School Warrant 


The school warrant for the 1990-91 fiscal year contains only one 
article of significance and that is Article 4. Article 4 asks the voters 
of Dummer if they would approve an amendment to the Berlin-Dummer AREA 
Plan allowing Dummer to send its children to Milan beginning in the fall 
of 1990. As the people of Dummer have already chosen to join with Milan 
beginning in the fall of 1990 it represents only a formality at this point. 


Tuition Rates 
The Berlin and Milan tuition rates remain well below state average. 


For Dummer the education of its students in Berlin and Milan will be a 
bargain for 1990-91:

1990-91 Budget 


The proposed 1990-91 budget does now show much of an increase over 
1989-90 on the gross side. On the net side, however, Dummer will be 
experiencing an increase of nearly $39,000. This is primarily due to a 
substantial reduction in Foundation Aid in the amount of $27,290. For a 
community the size of Dummer that represents a major decrease. 


The operational budget for 1990-91 has remained nearly the same. 
Of the increases tuition accounts for only $1,400, special education for 
$2,400, S:A.U. No. 20 $2,000, and transportation s).000. 01 the vemoa. 
increase of $10,800 approximately $6,000 is affected by offsetting 
decreases. 


Overall the budget has not changed much for 1990-91. 


Summary 


The future of education in Dummer will see many changes during the 
decade of the 90's. If we plan well those changes will create more 
opportunities for our children. Their future rests with us today!

Article 5 Shall the school district accept the provisions of RSA 195-A 

(as Amended) providing for the establishment of an AREA school located in 
Milan to serve the following grades 1-6 from the school districts of Dummer 
and Milan in accordance with the provisions of the plan on file with the 
district clerk? (By Ballot) A motion was made and seconded to vote on this 
question. This was voted on by secret ballot and using the checklist the 
result was 59 YES 9 NO the motion was so voted. 


Article 6 To see if the District will vote to transfer all June 30, 1989, 
surplus funds in excess of $5,000.00 to the Bus Capital Reserve Fund as 
provided for under the provisions of RSA 35:5. A motion was made and 
seconded. It was a vote. 


Article 7 To see if the District will vote to transfer 1987-88 excess 
Sweepstakes Revenue in the amount of $2,941.01 distributed under Founda- 
tion Aid to the Bus Capital Reserve Fund before June 30, 1989. A motion 
was made and seconded. It was a vote. 


Article 8 To see if the District will vote to transfer 1988-89 excess 
Sweepstakes Revenue in the amount of $2,899.64 distributed under Founda- 
tion Aid to the Bus Capital Reserve Fund before June 30, 1989.

Article 10 To transact any other business that may legally come before 
this meeting. A motion was made and seconded to see if the School Meeting 
in 1990 could be held on Monday instead of the same day as Town Meeting. 


It was so voted. 


At this time it was voted to adjourn the meeting. It was a vote.
